‘““LONDON,. July 27.—An agreement 

said to be highly satisfactory to both 


-|sides. had been reached when the li- 


quor-smuggling prevention conference, 
which had’ been in progress for’ the 
past fortnight between. the American 
mission ‘headed by Brig. Gen. Lincoin 
C. Andrews and the heads of ‘the Brit- 
ish “ Govérnment ‘departm thts con- 
cerned, was concluded today. The 
terms of the agreement will not be an- 
nounced for the present, and it is 
possible they may. néver be published, 
on thé ground that it is unwise to —* 
quaint an enemy with ‘one's plan of 
campaign against him.

to ‘be broadly on the lines of ‘the Brit- 
sh Government memorandum * last

American patrol boats will be al- 
lowed to enter Bahaman waters in pur- 
suit of smugglers without having to 
comply with the usual Admiralty .reg- 
ulations as regards notice. 


Will Exchange Information. 


The most important feature of the 
agreement, however, is that it pro- 
vides for, the pooling of information 
by American prohibition authorities 
and British departmental officials. 

The British authorities, if they are 
unable. to prevent suspicious 
from leaving British shores, will, it is 
understood, do their best to’ warn the 
American ‘prohibition service of the 
sailings. 

The American officials, on the other 
hand, will keep the British informed of 
movements of suspected Bri smug- 
glers and will: supply the sh of- 
ficials with evidence for prosecutions 
under éxisting British laws. 

General Andrews.has gone to Ireland 


to visit friends, but he will return in| 


time for ‘the dinner which the Amer- 
ican mission is giving to the British 
department heads on Friday. 

The mission will ‘then go to France 
for a few days’ unofficial visit. It 
will sail from France on Aug. 4.

This means, however, that the 
breach is still open -between Trotsky

‘Senator Borah suggested that the 
Republicans should redraft the refer- 
endum so that it would fit their argu- 
ments in support of it. The whole pur- 
pose of the proposition, he argued, was 

a move to get the Government to 

waive its right to say what was .in- 

* toxicating liquor and leave the decision 

to the individual’ States, which, he 

added, was striking at the Constitution 

itself. The Mills argument; he de- 

* .clared, did one of two things—it either 

‘disclosed ‘‘the utter worthlessness or 

the astounding hypocrisy’’ of the refer- 
endum as now drafted: : ; 

Now we have the leaders of the Re- 
publican Party' in the great Common- 

} wealth of New York,’ said Senator 
Borah; “‘contending that they shall be 
permitted to enforce thé Bighteenth 
Amendment ‘in that locality with its 
own peculiar conditions.’ To such dire 
expediency we resort and upon. such 
transparent sophistry we would rely. 

“What Mr. Mills and his friends 
ought to do is to redraft their referen- 
dum so that it will fit the argument 
they are.making in support of it. They 

~ are arguing one thing and asking the 


people to vote for an. entirely different’ ? 


thing. Their referendum proposes that 
theStates be permitted to determine 
what, is intoxicating liquor, ‘while 
under'the Eighteenth Amendment that 
duty devolves upon Congress. The 
Supreme Court has made it: perfectly 
clear that the Highteenth Amendment 
‘imposes a general prohibition which 
it was the purpose to make univer- 
sally and uniformly operative and 
efficacious.’ 

“Secondly, that as the Highteenth 
Amendment itself failed to define in- 
toxicating liquors, ‘it clearly from the 
very fact of its. adoption cast upon 
Congress the duty not only of defining 
the prohibitive beverages, but also of 
enacting such regulations and sanc- 
tions as were essential to make it op- 
erative when defined.’ ‘ 

“T ask Mr. Mills what is the meaning 
of these words in their referendum 
which read, ‘which are in fact intoxi- 
cating as determined in accordance 
with the laws of the respective States.’ 

“Does not this, and was not. this, 
intended to refer it to each State to 
determine for itself what is intoxicat- 
ing liquor? If New York fixes 1 per 
centage, every other State may. fix 
another and different percentage, and 
instead of the law being ‘universally 
and uniformly operative’ we have 
forty-eight different standards and 
forty-eight different:laws to enforce: 
“TI? the percentage is left entirely to 
the State, what becomes of the High- 
teenth Amendment, ‘which was de- 
signed to take that power over to the 
National Government, whether wisely 
or unwisely? ~ 
“The whole purpose and the entire 
effect of th referendum—if it 
should ever have any effect—is to ask 
the-National Government to waive its 
right and its duty to fix alcoholic 
content and leave it to the individual 
States. That .is striking at the Con- 
_ stitution. That is not merely amend- 
ing the Volstead act; that is striking 
down the Constitution. 

“This situation now is not different 
in some respects from ‘the Fugitive 
‘Slave law. Some States resented it, 
some State courts so construed it as 
to make it wholly ineffective, and 
some claimed that each State should 
be permitted to construe the clauses 
in the Constitution which authorize 
the Fugitive Slave law in its own way. 

“They used almost exactly the lan- 
guage that Mr. Mills used when he 
says: ‘That the States must have 
some discretion as to the character of 
and enforcement of the statutes. That 
doesn’t mean discretion to violate the 
Constitution. It means discretion as 
to how best to enforce the Constitu- 
tion in that locality with i own 
peculiar conditions.’ 

“This argument might well have 
been lifted entirely from the argument 
of some of the people who opposed the 
Fugi.ive Slave law. But what did Mr. 
Lincoln say? . Referring to the clause 
in the Constitution which authorized 
the passage of the Fugitive Slave law, 
he said: ste 

“ “The clause I now read is as plainly 
written in the Constitution, as any 
other of its provisions. * * * All mem- 
bers of Congress swear their support 
to the whole Constitution, to this pro- 
vision as much as to any other. * * * 
We must not withhold an efficient 
slave law.’ because ethe Constitution 
requires it.” 

‘Fe took this position until the close 
of the whole slavery question, that the 

enactment and~ enforcement of the 
Fugitive Slave law rested upon the Na- 
tional ‘(Government and not upon the 
States, and neither could they be per- 
mitted. under the diaphanous plea of 
‘discretion’ to ‘nullify that part of.the 
Constitution.

French Export Trade: Benefited.

French iron and steel 
firms have increased their exports to 
the United States nearly 75 per cent. 
during the last three months and so 
extensive has become the business of 
one firm that a large warehouse has 
just. been opened near New York City. 
French steel: and iron products. are 
‘finding a ready market, in as widely 
separated places at Seattle, San Fran- 
cisco, Chicago, Detroit, -Philadelphia 
and. other: Eastern cities. 

-An example of how French firms can 
undersell American ones is cited in the 
case of cast iron, which they offered 
at $12 a ton lower in the American 
market than American firms them- 
selves were able to quote. Last year 
the total exports of French iron "aad 
steel to America were 13,700,000 francs 
and this year will reach nearly 30,000,- 
000 francs. 

Generally speaking the export end of 
French industry has been profiting con- 
siderably by the low franc. American 
figures show this clearly. Last year 
the total value of French exports to the 
United States was 6,382,900,000 francs, 
while that figure is expected to be in- 
creased by nearly 1,000,000,000 when the 
final records are made for the present 
year. Leather products which were sold 
to the value of 140,000,000 francs in 
America last year already show an in- 
crease of 30,000,000 francs. 

One interesting phase of the situation 
is the fact that the practice of insert- 
ing a gold payment clause in contracts 
is ng rapidly among American 
firms doing business in France. While,

Will Work for Friendship. 


The President emphasized his hope 
for a continuance of friendly relations 
and his aim is to accord’ to foreign 
countries-the kind of a treatment that 
will secure this result. He doubts 


very much if any foreign Government 
would for a moment think the utte- 
rance of irresponsible American tour- 
ists actually reflected the feelings and 
attitude in the United States. 
President Coolidge made it’ unmis- 
takably clear that he did not want to 
be placed in the position of holding 
American tourists blameless. ~Without 
going into any detail on this point, he 
intimated that he is well informed as 
to this particular point. He feels that 
it is necessary at! this time to have 
our people bear in mind that the peo- 
ple in most of the countries in Europe 
have. been through a very dark and 
trying period and are even now in 
serious difficulties; that they have 
met with tremendous losses during the 
war and since, and that life has been 
hard and that they have been face to 
face with economic and business situ- 
ations that have been real hardships. 
Instead of disregarding these facts and 
the tempers of foreign peoples by 
heaping criticism on them, Americans 
he feels, should have a better under- 
standing and should be sympathetic. 


Wants Us to Be Generous. 


He would like to see Americans prac- 
tice tolerance and understanding. He 
holds that the United States has un- 


dertaken to do what it could to help 
the nations of Europe in their recon- 
struction work and stabilization and to 
a certain extent has been successful in 
a good many ways.

Federal Officials Aroused by Paris 
Threats: Against Herrick. 
Threats of anarchists in Paris to kill 
the American Ambassador, Myron T. 
Herrick, on the execution of Nicolo

Finds Little Development. 
Since the first Musele Shoals boom 
several years ago, the Better Business 
Bureau says its invebtigater finds lit- 
tle development in the ‘‘city’’ other 
than sidewalks running out of sight 
into the woods and a few fire hy- 
drants and sewers, Nor does the in- 


quiry give much ground for hoping 
“that Muscle Shoafs is to be a metropo- 
lis, the bulletin says. : ; 

“Claims about the number of men to 
be employed in the Government plants 
at Muscle Shoals have ranged from 
18,000 to 60,000 men,’”’ says the report, 
*‘but not more than 2,000 men will be 
required if the two nitrate plants are 
operated.”’ 

The bureau quotes Major_ W. B. 
Harding, Ordnance Department, Uniteny 
States Army, as its authority regard> 
ing the number of men to be employed, 
and adds that one-half the employes 
would be unskilled workmen, *‘mainly 
colored laborers living in low-priced 
shacks.” Enough permanent homes 
exist now on the Government’s: prop- 
erty to house all such employes, the 
“report declares. 


Nitrate Plants Are Idle, 


Aside from the nitrate plants, now 
jying idle awaiting their fate from 
Congress, the only gréat project at 
Muscle Shoals, according. to the re- 
port, is the Wilson Dam, which to 
operate ‘“‘when, all eighteen units are 
functioning” will require about one 
hundred employes, of whom twenty- 
five will be unskilled. With miodern 
methods of transmitting electric power 
by high tension wires, no reason ex- 
ists, in the opinion of the Better Busi- 
ness Bureau, to expect the flood of 
new industries at Muscle Shoals which 
is prophegied by the lot. vendors. * 

“The spot called by one promoter 
*the very hub and civic centre of the 
City of Muscle Shoals’ turns out to be} 
@ meadow with a telegraph pole and 
a farm house in the background;” the 

. bureau says.. ‘One so-called business 
centre is on a deftsely wooded hillside 
eleven miles from the centre of Shef- 
field, Ala. One subdivision, advertised 
as near the Wilson Dam, is six miles 
from it by road. Other lots offered 
@re represented to be near dockage 
facilities, although they are about five 
miles from the river docks.”

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THE IOWA CAMPAIGN. 

After today’s Democratic Convention 
in Iowa the campaign there will “ for- 
mally”? begin. The Republicans have 
composed their differences, The “ reg- 
ulars” have swallowed BRooKHART. In 
1924 the Republican State Conven- 
tion,, controlled by BrRooKHART’s oppo- 
nents, declared substantially for what 
is the ruling policy now. Labor and 
industry are prosperous as the result, 
in large measure, of “preferential 
legislation,” Farming must be boosted 
by similar legislation: This is now the 
orthodox Republican doctrine in the 
Mid-Western States where the farm- 
ers must be “placated.” Int Indiana 
Representative PurNett is boasting 
that the entire Indiana Congress dele- 
gation was true to the Corn Belt and 
the Haugen-McNary bill; and Senator 
Watson is going to “preserve the 
"American market for the American 
“farmer and give him a larger return 
“on his labor and investment.” 

So Governor LowDEN, returning from 
Europe, speaks of “ protective tariff 
countries” that “have found the way 
“to make the tariff effective as to 
“ agriculture: as well as to industry.” 
So far Colonel BrookHartT hasn’t said 
a word about protection. . Perhaps: 
that is the one Republican Yoctrine 
which he maintains; and he hates to 
spoil his record. CiaupE Porter, his 
able Democratic adversary, has been 
and will be strong for tariff reduction 
as the condition precedent of “any 
lasting prosperity” of the farmer. 
The jubilation of some Democrats over 
the great “revolt” in Iowa and the 
smashing of the tariff by the infuriated 
farmers was somewhat premature. 
Apparently the hostiles have, been 
pacified. The Des Moines. Capijal, 
voice of that wise old Stalwart, 
LAFAYETTE YOUNG, says that, “for the 
™ first time since the Colonel's appear-

“him completely, even wholeheartedly, 
“as a constituent part of the party 
* organization."’ 

After much unhappy factionalism, 
the Iowa Republicans are united for 
“actual protection of the farmer.”

In- 
stead he dwelt upon his woes and 
amote his enemies, showed his “ego- 
tism and ingratitude.” In short, ‘he. 
made a characteristic Brookhartian 
speech. “Does he recognize obliga- 
“tions greater than that binding him 
“to the Republican Party or was he 
“just naturally born that way?” He 
does; he was; but no matter. The 
party organization asked him for no 
promises. ‘It'took him as he was— 
“and is. The organization is back of 
“the entire Repywblican - ticket, and 
“ BROOKHART’s name heads the list.”

His 
explanation is that even the creditor 
nations, whom,“ France has the firm 
will to pay,” will see that a solution 
of the moneta¥y crisis must come 
first. This was not the view of the 
financial experts.

If this is true, it 
will soon be known. 

As for the general principles of the 
report of the financial experts, it is 
evident that Premier Porncare intends 
to accept them in substance. The 
report declared the financial crisis in 
France to be due to three causes: a 
deficit in the budget; the abuse of 
short-term. loans, and inflation of the 
currency. All these mistakes M. 
Porncarp is setting out to correct. He 
proposes new. taxes to cover the defi- 
ciency in the revenue. He intends to 
pay off or fund the short-term bonds 
falling due. He is dead against all 
forms of inflation. That his Ministry 
is thus facing in the right direction 
cannot be doubted. Stabilization of 
the franc can come only later and 
step by step. But the new and truly 
“National Government” of France 
has already stabilized: the confidence 
and hopes of the French people. 


THE NAVY IN THE GENERAL 
STRIKE. ‘ 

The part which the British Navy 
played in the general strike is not well 
known in this country. ARCHIBALD 
Hourp writes of it in the July Fort® 
nightly. Although the. struggle was 
supposed to take place on land, prin- 
cipally in large centres of population, 
the officers and men of the sea service 
had their orders. In foreign parts 
they were accustomed, in emergencies, 
to calls to keep the peace, save life, 
and guard property. When Europeans 
were in danger at Shiraz, a British 
naval leutenant led a detachment of 
Indian troops in a forced march 
through mountainous country for 
seven days in the hot season, and ar- 
rived in the nick of: time to prevent a 
massacre. In Chinese waters the navy 
is on the alert to protect nationals of 
all countries, American naval officers, 
proud of their own service, always 
acknowledge the efficiency of their 
British rivals. and comrades. There 
was work for the navy as: soon as the 
general strike was déclared, and it was 
done smartly and smoothly. 

The naval staff. was ready with its 
plans when the hour struck/ Orders 
were sent out to mobilize vessels, in- 
cluding battleships, for the protection | 
of docks, stores and depots. Squads 
were thrown around oil and pumping 
stations. _Wireless~was taken over. 
Electrical power works of municipal- 
ities, were occupied.- Guards were pro- 
vided for volunteers unloading ships, 
In twenty-eight stations in the metro- 
poli area the sailors maintained a 
con#Mant supply of electrical power. 
Destroyers carried mail between ports. 
Lightshipg were manned. Tugs tow- 
ing food barges on the Thames were 
worked -by the bluejackets. In fact, 
the protection | of supplies along the 
waterfront everywhere was made the 
navy’s business.

DANGEROUS BATHING IN THE 

» . HUDSON. . 
been quick to act on the suggestion } 
of Mr. Epwarp HatcH Jr. that warn- 
ings be issued against bathing in the 
waters off the. Palisades Interstate 
Park. Mr. Hatcu, who has for years 
been studying the question. of pollu-' 
tion of the waters in and about New 
York, pointed’ out that, owing to the 
currents in the Hudson at this place, 
the amount of filth in the waters re- 
mains constantly so great as to be an 
actual menace to the health of the 
thousands who use it. Commissioner 
Harris expects to confer with the New 
Jersey health officials to prevent. this 
dangerous bathing, inasmuch as this 
portion of the park lies in another 
State. ; 

Such warnings indicate official rec- 
-ognition of a condition which has long 
been intolerable. The fouling of -the 
waters of the Hudson has become 
progressively worse..during the’ last 
two decades. That the shad, for which 
the river formerly was famous, have 
‘been almost entirely driven out is a 
matter of common knowledge. It 
needs only a glance at the thick, 
stained waters of the Hudson to realize 
that they are heavily polluted. The 
sources of damage arg twofold—sew- 
age and industrial refuse in the form 
of chemical waste from manufactur- 
ing plants. The remedy Hes not in 
municipal action but in the passage of 
a State law prohibiting the indiscrim- 
inate dumping of refuse of all sorts 
into the rivers and. other bodies of 
water of New York. New Jersey, to 
be suré, contributes her full share of 
pollution to the lower stretch of the 
Hudson and, in particular, to the 
waters of New York harbor. When 
finally the States realize that. they 
must cooperate to prevent the fouling 
of the ocean and harbor waters New. 
Jersey will undoubtedly join with New 
York in putting an end to,the practice 
of. using the waters: for pci) 
purposes,

If .SHaw had said that we have tried 
hard to show that there are no great 
men h¢ would have admirably summed 
up biographical literature stmce the 
war. What the writers have been 
doing to the elect of history ever since 
Mr, SrracHeyr’s “ Eminent, Victorians ” 
and “Queen Victoria” we. all know. 
Individually or by decades‘or by epochs 
or by civilizations the immortals have 
been stripped of their aureoles and 
been handed what was long coming to 
them. ‘The roller-shadeg that tem- 
péred their privacy have been run up 
with a crash. The soft lamplight so 
merciful to their complexions has been 
replaced ‘by the remorseless  Klieg. 
But yesterday the word of Carsar 
might have stood against the world. 
Now squirms ‘he ‘there, in his night- 
‘shirt, impaled on an epigram, devas- 
tated by a pun. Former times hinted 
at the little wisdom with which the 
world is governed. CirtrLf called 
NAPOLEON a scamp Jupiter. Sach ran- 
dom suggestions have been developed 
with vast labor and explicitness. On’ 
the principle that no man’ is a hero to 
his valet. we gre all now gentlemen’s 
gentlemen, We glance through the 
scroll of history and. snicker. There 
they all are, the eminent Victorians,

Neither inthe United States nor in 
England has there been anything like 
consistency. Mayor Hyrtan figed the 
municipal station to advertise the vir- 
tues of his Administration. .The Brit- 
ish Government; especially during the 
general strike, €xercised its power in 
the same manner. Both -had their re- 
ward in the shape of ridicule and de- 
nunciation, but gained nothing else. 

Naturally, limits must be placed on 
both the number and the manners of 
radio as of othér controversies. Among 
the innumerable aspirants ‘for pub- 
lieity, some discrimination must be ex- 
ercised, some limit imposed, some 
lines drawn. Who shall do. it, and 
why? Those are ‘difficult questions, 
and probably they. never will be an- 
swered satisfactorily to all. A Govern- 
ment censorship of the radio, however, 
unless it concerns itself strictly with 
wave lengths and with objections 
which it can sustain in police court or 
before._a jury, ‘is sometimes absurd, 
sometimes intolerable and sometimes 
both.

PHILADELPHIA, July 27.—Sir Hen- 
ry W. Thornton, former Pennsylvania 
Railroad man and University of Penn-

Lady Thornton instituted her suit 
last cember, and while ‘t was pro- 
ceeding rumors were heard among 
friends in both this country and Can- 
ada of a legal separation, but they 
were generally discredited. She was 
represented in the hearing held in the 
case by John G. Eell Jr., and Sir 
Henry was represented by J. W. Couls- 
ton Jr. 

Lady Thornton is at present in the 
Fiji Islands. There are two grown 
children, a girl and a boy. 

Sir Henry, a native of Indiana, 
where he was born in A871, was edu- 
cated in St. Paul’s School, Concord, 
N. H., and at the University of Penn- 
sylvania. While he was ‘studying en- 
ginering here for. a Bachelor of 
Science degree he made a notable rec- 
ord as a guard and a centre on the 
famous teams which Buck Wharton 
piloted to victories from 1890 to 1893. 

Entering railroad work on the south- 
west system of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, Sir Henry rose rapidly in va» 
rious services until in 1914 he went to 
the Great Eastern Railroad, in Eng- 
land, just .in time to grasp the oppor- 
tunities of the war emergencies to 
make himself a noted railroad man. 
For four years he directed the move- 
ments of British, American and other 
allied troops in England. 

In 1919 he was knighted and made a 
Major General with the position of In- 
spector General of Transportation. He 
resigned this commission in 1922 to 
take over, as President, the task of 
building up the Canadian National 
Railways. . 

Sir Henry, an active follower of golf, 


tennis and other sports, is a member 


of numerous clubs in this country and 
in Canada.

> “by -Great-Grandfather, Left to 


“Spread the Gospel.” 


The! ‘will. of? Cleveland. H. Dodge, 
financier and philanthropist, who died 
on June 24, was filed yesterday by I. V. 
Weisbrod ot the firm of Osborne, Flem- 
ing & Whittlesey, 170 Broadway, at- 
torneys for the estate. 

‘The entire estate is said to. be worth 
between $20,000,000 and $25,000,000. One- 
third of the residuary estate is left to 
the widow, Mrs. Grace Parish Dodge. 

~The remaining two-thirds is divided 
into four shares, which are left to the 
two sons and two daughters of Mr. 
Dodge. 

Many~millions of dollars were given 
away to charitable causes, especially 
Near East relief, by Mr. Dodge during 
the latter _ years of his life. During 
the war he cut into the capital of his 
estate with his gifts to the Red Cross 
and other war work. A single gift of 
his to the Red Cross was for. $1,000,000 
Because of the magnitude of his bene- 
factions the value of the estate is said 
to be less than was expected. 

One Bequest to Charity. 


With one exception, the will makes no 
gifts to charity. The tenth paragraph 
of the document explains this as. fol- 
lows: ; 

¥ Following the example of.my dear 


father, and believing it wiser to give 
liberally during. my life to religious 


“and charitable objects, I mf&ke no 


bequests of that character, knowing 
the hearty sympathy of my dear 
wife and children in such objects, 
and feeling sure that they. will use 
the property entrusted to them lib- 
erally for humiane and. benevolent 
objects. As Ihave made a number 
of subscriptions to such purposes 
during my life, I authorize and: diréct 
my executors to pay any subscrip- 
tions or amounts which I have 
agreed to pay for charitable, philan- 
thropic, religious or other purposes, 
in accordance’ with my promise or 
subscription, and that the same shall 
be ype ye yess as lawful debts-payable 
out of my residuary estate. 


The exception is an interesting one. 
This is a hereditary gift of $5,000, ‘‘to 
be devoted to the spread of the Gospel 
and to promote the Redeemér’s king- 
dom on earth.’” The bequest of $5,000 
in this language was first. made in 
the family ‘by Anson G. Phelps, the 
great-grandfather of Mr. Dodge. 


Leaves Charge to Childgen. - 
This gift, which has now come down 
through five. generations, is — 
in the will as follows: 
Eleventh— Whereas my honored and 
revered great-grandfather Anson G. 
‘Phelps bequeathed to my father, 


William EB. Dodge, as one of his. 


grandchildren, $5,000, with the injunc- 
tion that the same should be consid- 
ered as a sacred deposit committed 
to his trust to be invested; and the

BRAVED YELLOW FEVER, 
GETS A LIFE SALARY 


C. L. West, Who Aided Major 
Reed in Cuba, to Receive $100 
a Month From Government.

WASHINGTON, July 27.— Clyde L. 
West, formerly of ‘the Army Medical 
Corps ani one of the yellow fever 
volunteers with the late Major Walter 
Reed in his mosquito: experiments in 
Cuba, has been placed on the roll of 
the War Department for the remainder 
of his life at®a salary of $100 a month 
in Heu of all p:nsions. The War De- 
partment announced today that this 
was in “special recognition of the emi- 
nent service which he rendered, the 
suffering endured and permanent dis- 
abilities contracted by him in the study 
of yellow f«ver in Cuba in 1900.” 

The late Major Reed, in recognition 
of whose service for medical. science 
the Walter Reed Army Memorial Hos- 
pital was erected in Washington, con- 
ducted in 1900 at Columbus: Barracks, 
Cuba, his historic study of the causes 
of yellow fever, which proved that 
thi. disease was transmitted by in- 
fected mosquitoes and which ulti- 
mately led to its practical eradication. 
In carrying on his studies, Major Reed 
asked for *« lunteers to submit them- 
selves to the bites cf infected mos- 
—— and to inoculation from yellow 

fever patients. Private West, now a 
watchman in Washington, employed

As far as guards, conductors, 
station men and many other classes of 
unskilled employes are concerned, the 
company is always in a position to fill 
a large number of places at short 
notice. The only. effective blow: that 
might be struck would be by getting 
out the elevated motormen or the 
power:men, afid these men have re- 
fused before this to join the strikers in 
any numbers. 

No statement was forthcoming from 
B. AMA. T. officials, who did not take 
the general strike appeal seriously. The 
whole labor structure of the Brooklyn 
company’s lines differs from that of 
the Interborough. The B. M. T. has 
no brotherhood and no general com- 
mittee pf. the men. The employes in} 
each department have their own or- 
ganizations.

At. the very begin- 
ning of their trip they encountered dif- 
ficulties; The’ bay was choppy and 
progress was slow. The hot sun beat- 
ing down on them further. reduced 
thelr speed. Crossing the mouth of 
the.

“You speak in your letter of em- 
powering ‘the Attorney General to use 
the power of the State to make such 
investigtaion, ‘unrestricted by county 
lines.’ In order to clear up what seems 
to me to be a general misunderstand- 
ing. of the situation, let mé state that 
there can be no unification of the 
courts in the counties of New York, 
and if such investigation’ were to be 
——— it. would require five extra- 

terms of the Supreme Court 
and five Grand Juries, one for each 
county... That would mean five differ- 
ent investigations in five differént 
counties and before five different 
Grand Juries.

1,117 Locomotives Placed in Service 
in First Half Year, 190 Over 1925. 
In the firgt six months of the year 

Class 1 railroads placed 1,117: locomo- 

tives in service, according to announce- 

ment yesterday by the American Rail- 
way Association. This was an increase 
of 190 from the same period last year 
and of forty-six from the same period 
in 1924. However, it was a decrease of 

881 from the same period in 1923. 
Locomotives on order July 1 totaled 

646 against 279 the same date last year 

and 360 on the same date in 1924. On 

July 1, 1923, however, 1,902 locomotives 

were on order. In the first half of 1926 

the railroads placed 53,582 freight cars 

in service, of wich 11,282 were in- 
stalled in June. ' 

The total number of cars installed in 
the first half of 1926 was a decrease of 
29,709 from the same period in 1925 
and of 17,292 from the same period in 
1924. On July 1 the railroads had 37,- 
253 freight cars on order, an increase 
of 9,056 from the same date last year, 
but a decrease of 23,062 from July.1, 
1924. These figures include new and 
leased equipment under the heading of 
freight-cars and locomotives.

Production of

Declines: took place in June in em-‘ 
ployment and in the payrolls-of all tex- 
tile .industries except: woolen and

year. <A’ production of 2,661,000,000 
bushels of corn, or 8.3 per cent. less 
than last year, is indicated in the same 
report. Cotton production on the basis

than the production of last year. 

“Total volume of wholesale and. re- 
tail trade in. June was larger than for 
thé same month in 1925.

thé midhth. Sales of mail order houses 
inéreased more than usual in June and 
were 5 per cent. larger than in June, 
1925. 


“Stocks of merchandise carried by 
wholesale firms at the end of June 
were smaller than a year earlier. De- 
partment stores continued to reduce 
their stocks, and their inventories, 
which were considerably above last 
year’s level earlier in’ the 
were at the end of June only 
1 per cent. larger than a year ago. 
Freight car loadings showed seasonal 
increases during June and continued 
through the first half of July at higher 
levels than in previous years. Load- 
ings of grains in the Southwestern 
States have been —— large. 

“The general vel of wholesale 

rices, according to the index of the 

ureau of Labor Statistics, increased 
from May to June by Yess than half 
of 1 per cent. Prices of live stock 
and meats advanced, and there were 
small increases ‘for silk, ~ petroleum 
products, non-ferrous metals and 
chemicals and drugs.”’ 

Price decreases occurred in grains, 
cotton, textiles, building materials and 
house furnishings. In the first two 
weeks of July prices of grains, flour, 
cotton, wool and hides increased, while 
those of cattle, hogs, silk-and rubber 
declined. 


June Bank Loans Larger. 


Loans and investments of member 
banks in leading cities at the end of 
June were in larger volume than at 
any previous time, the board said, and 
after declining during the first half 
of July were still $900,000,000 above the 
level of a year ago. Of ithis increase 
$385,000,000 ‘was in loans on securities, 
$340,000,000 in commercial loans, and 
$175,000,000 in investments. Since the 
beginning of 1926 an increase in com- 
mercial Joans together with the growth 
of investments has more than offset 
the reduction in loans on securities. 

“The demand for credit at the end 
of the fiscal year,’’ the board contin- 
ued, ‘‘and the increased currency re- 
quirements over the holiday were re- 
flected in a growth of member bank 
borrowing at the reserve banks and 
on July 7 total discounts were near 
the highest point of the year. With 
the’ return flow of currency from cir- 
culation after the holiday, discounts 
}declined, and on July 21 were in about 
the same volume as in the last half of 
June. The reserve banks’ holdings of 
acceptances of United States securities 
changed little during the period, and 
the total volume of reserve bank credit 
outstanding in the third week of July 
was close to the June level. 

“Money market conditions were 
firmer in July as indicated chiefly by 
increases in rates on call and time 
security loans. Rates on acceptances 
and on commercial paper were also 
slightly higher." *
